It followeth in the text, the night is 
paſſed and fhe daye is at hande. Pere 
is an other reaſon to moue vs to lpue 
vpzightly, and it differcth not much 
from that which he vſed befoze. Foz 
on night hee calleth the tqnozaunce _

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of God and Chaiſt;p time of blindficsz 
t vnbele fe. By day he meaneth ß light 
of gods truth, by which truth Jeſus 
Chziſt the true mp of rightuouſnes 
doth appeare vnfo vs. And therekoze 
in ſapinge the night is paſſed, and the 
day is come on, he meaneth that ſee⸗ 
inge we are not now ouerwhelmed 
with ß thick miſtes & cloudes of igno⸗ 
raunce as the infidels, and vnbelce⸗ 
uinge be, and as we our ſelues were 
in times paſt, we ought to behaue our 
ſelues, as the child2ne of the dap and 
light, and not to ſlepe ſtill in ſinne 
with the wicked and vnbeleuinge. 

And here by the way we haue dili⸗ 
gently to note and conſider,that Paule 
calleth the ignoꝛaunce of Chziſt, and 
his goſpel, night and darknes, and c0- 
pareth the vnbeleuers to ſuch as bee 
faſt allepe, And verie aptly and not 
without god cauſe, is the igno:aunce 
of Chꝛiſt compared to night. Foz as 
in the night time, all thinges are co⸗ 
uered with darknes, and as we can⸗ 
not ko want of light, knowe what is 
an diſcerne black from blews, 
and 
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and redde from ruſſef, yea ſomefimeg 
in þ nicht ſeaſon we thinke a buſhe to 
be a man, t a dead thing a liuing cre⸗ 
ature, foz then as p Poet ſaith, Eſt co- 
lor omnibus vnus, all things ſeme to 
be of one hue and couloꝛ: ſo when wee 
were altogether ignozaunt in gods 
woꝛd x knewe not Chꝛiſt, we did mil⸗ 
fake things # though igozaunce, we 
did ſo erre p we atcoũted ſuperſtiſion 
to be god denofio,x thought our ſelues 
highly in gods fanour, when as wer 
were faſt tied in Þ diuells ſetters, and 
al moſt plunged into the pit of cndles 
dainnacts, Foz without p knowledge 
dk gods wozd;we are ſo blind, that we 
cannot diſcerne betwene tuſtice and 
iniurie, p2ofection & opꝛeſſion, religis 
and ſuperſtition, Chꝛiſt and Antichziſt, 
god euill. Paule himſelfe beinge ig⸗ 
noꝛaunt ot Chꝛiſt, did w great rage 4 
trueltie perſecute his diſciples 4 thir⸗ 
ſted after innocẽt blond, e he himſelf cõ⸗ 
feſſeth Þ he was ſometimes btterlp 
parſwaded , that he ought to do many 
thinges againft Þ name of Chzilt be⸗ 
ing led ther vnto, by a raſh + blind zeal 
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and as yet wantinge the true know 
ledge of God. 
1 The Saduces beinge ignoꝛant of the 
ur. . ſcriptures denied the reſurrection of 5 
v1 fle che, therfoꝛe ſaid Chʒiſt vnto them. 
Von erre bicauſe you knowe not the 
ſcriptures, neither the power ef God. 
Tbe wicked Jewes th20ngh tgno; ace 
put Ch ict to death, foꝛ Chꝛiſt pꝛaping 
Lak. 23. £9 his father fo them lait, Pater re- 
mitte eis neſciunt enim quid faciunt. 
Father fozgine them, foʒ they knows 
not what they doc, And S Paule ſaith 
if they had knewne, they woulde no⸗ 
ue r haue killed the kings of glozpe. 
But J will let paſſe them, and come 
nearer to eui ſelues. When we were 
ignozant in gods woꝛ de, and hard nos 
thinge but the ſound of a tincklinge 
Cimball, did we not thinke ſuperſti⸗ 
cion, to be religiõ, deceauers true tea · 
chers, vanitie to be veritie, the goſ⸗ 
pell to be hereſie, to gad abꝛode on pil⸗ 
gramage, ktö this ſaince, to p ſaincte, 
to be a part of gods ſeruice, mens fras 
ditions the commaundements of god, 
Antichzilte ChziCes vicar, the man of 
Rome 
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wer confounded the figne with the 


Rome who is a creature onerwhel- 


med with al wickednes, and the beatf 
that did riſe dut of the bottemles pit, Ap. u. 


a moſt holy father? Vea, we thought 
that God was delited wyth incenſe, 
perfume, warcandles , golden copes, 
and veſtmentes, and we wozſhipped 
thoſe thinges which our owns conſc}- 
ences gane bs to vnderſtande were 
no gods, we made no difference al⸗ 
moſt bet wirt Chꝛiſt c his creatures, 


thinge ſignifted,x woꝛſhipped a wafer 
cake which is a creture cozruptible, in 
ſterde of the maker of beauen and 
earth, r beleued it was the verie body 
of Chꝛiſt, that was bozne of the vir⸗ 
gin Marye, and llaine fo; our finnes vs 
pon theCrofſe, 7 
he cauſe of all which grofſe errozs, 
was the ignoꝛ ance of Ch2ift and hys 
wo2de . Foz although ſome of the 
Papiſtes ſay, that ignozance is the 
mother of deuotion, pet it appeareth 
that it is the mother of all errour + 
ſuperſticion.

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And therefo2e although men commit 
ſinne neuer ſo cloſely, yet doth god ſer 
them, and at lengih will reauele and 
b2ing it to lyght, as he dyd the whozes 
dome of Dauid,and there is no wall ſo 
thicke,that can hide them that wozke 
wickedneſſe,frem the ſight of god. Let 
vs therefoze caſt away the wozkes of 
darkenes, and put on the armoure of 
light. By the armoure of light he vn⸗ 
derſtandeth god wozkes, bicauſe they 
pꝛoctede of faith, and of p true knows 
ledge of god, and ſhine beloꝛe men to 
the hono2 & pꝛaiſe of our god god, who 
woꝛketh them in vs by bis holy ſpirit, 

But here it may be demaunded why 
Paule doth call: vices and ſinnes the 
wozkes of darkeneſſe, # god wozkes 
the armoure of light. Truelp, you- 
knowe that our fleſh is pꝛone ynough 
and inclined of if ſelf to follow naugh⸗ 
tineſſe , and in committing finne we 
take great pleaſure,and thinke it no 
payne at all to de wickedly. 

But if we begin ones to ſcrue God, x 
to frame our liues acco2ding to Þ rule 


of his wozd,then muſt we ſtriue and 
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take great paines, and there is a bat⸗ 
tell ſet befoze vs, full of great labour 
and perill:Jn "which battell wemult 
fight SS Sathan, the inticementes 
of the wezld, and . finfull lust 7 of the 
fieſhe. Fo2 the diuell is chiefe captayn 
in this batteLandaineth bs cuerp bay 
terrible aſſatiifes, and rangeth abeut 


like a roaring Lion,ſeking whom he 


may deucure. Beſides this great and 
mighty enimpe, loke bewe many 
wicked thoughts p euil aff: aios there 
be in vs, ſo many enimies we haue H 
fight agaynſt our ſaluation, and which 
ſceke to bꝛing vs to deſtructiõ. And ther 
foe if we wil liue vpꝛightly, we mull 
tontinuallp mayntayne war anathfte 
Sathan,the wozld;x the fleſh. Chꝛut 


himſelke doth admoniſhe vs hereof in 


the Goſpell,wh# as he teileth vs p the 
way to heauen is ſtrapt and nartow, 
and the crowne of lyfe cannot be obs 
fayned without paynes taking. And 
we ſe dayely by experience, that they 
which ge themſelues to ſerue God, 
to be ſubtect to (claunders.and rep20- - 
. to be beſet 2 enery ſide with 


Nan? 
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many enimies, compaſſed about with 
many deathes,+ that one trouble doth 
fall. vpon them, in the necke of an o- 
ther. 
Not without god cauſe therfoze doth 
Paule, call god wozks the armour of 
light. But yet we haue moze to learn 
out of this ſentence , fo2 ſgetnge that 
Paule willeth vs not onely to calf as 
waye the wozkes of darkrneſſe , but 
alſo to put on the armour of light, we 
haue thereby to learne that it is not 
pnough foz a man , fo abſtaine from 
euill: but alſo he mult dw cod, ik he 
wilbe tounted the ſeruant of god, and 
fo line vpꝛyghtly. 
A tree "although it bzinge not fo2th 
euill frujfe , yet if it bzing not fo2th 
god fruite, if is not to be accounted 
a 1 — fre , The figge tree which we 
of in the goſ 4: zought fozth no 
5 fruite, but yet Chꝛiſt commauns 
ded to cut it downe bicauſe it bꝛought 
not fozth god fruite. | 

In the Goſpell after Mathewe, it 
is alſo apparent, that it is not ynough 
to abſtain from euil, but alſa we mul 
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do nod, Fo2 there Chꝛiſt ſaith,enery 
tree that bzingethn not fo2th god frait, 
{hall be hewen wen downe, and caſt. into 
the fler 8 „ 

The vnp2ofitable bꝛaunches, are al- 
ſo commaunded fo be cut of, and to 
be burned. The naughtie and Louth- 
full ſeruant was caſt into vtter dark⸗ 
neſſe, and pet he had not played away 
his Maiſters money at cardes 4 dyce, 
as many. perchaunce haue done this 
tyme of Chꝛiſtmas, neyther had he 
ſpent any poztion of it vpon whozes 
and queanes,but he kept that was de- 
linered bnto him ſafely, 

And pet neuertheleſſe he felt the ven⸗ 
geaunce of God, bicauſe he had not 
gayned and bene Want fo his 
Maiſter. 

And we reade that Chꝛyſt in the day 
of iudgement, will not onelp ſape to 
theues and robbers, but alſo to them 
which haue not relened and holpen 
the poꝛe with their owne gods right⸗ 
fullye gotten, Ite maledicti in ignem 
eternum. Go pe curſed into euerla⸗ 
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All which places do ſufficietty pꝛoue 
that it is not inough koꝛ vs to abſteine 
from euill, but alſo we muff doe god. 
And therekoze here wir map ſee that 
they vſe vnſeemelp ſpeaches, which 
ſay, what ſchoulde we giue our ſelues 
to holynes: Oꝛ why ſhould not wee fo⸗ 
lowe our pleaſures, if wee be of the 
elect and choſen ok GD D, we ſhall 
be ſaued, howſoeuer we liue ? if we 
be repzobates & caſt awaies we ſhall 
bs damned whatſoever we doe? As 
though ß election of god did giue leaue 
vnto men to doe wickedlye, when as 
it is plapne by the-teſtimonye of S. 
Paule that w# are choſen in Chziſte 
not to line loſelpe, but that we ſhould 
be holy & "withont blame befoze hinr 
in lone , Foz it ts certapne and ont of 
doubt, that holynes of Ilyfe cannot 
be ſeperate from the grace of elec⸗ 
tion , And therefoze although god 
wo:kes be not the cauſes of our ſal⸗ 
uation , yet ſeeinge that the ende or 
our election is that wer ſhoulde line” 
vp2ightly and lead a codly lyfe, let 
vs notonely abſtayne from cuill, but 
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allo doe god wozkes that they may 
ſerue as witneſſes to confirme our £- 
tection, and that we may in ſo dinge 
ſhewe our ſelucs to be the ſhepe «4 
Chziſt who do not onely heare his 
voice but alſo follow him. Foz S.Paule 
bere in this place doth plainely tell 
vs, that we cannot be reckened foz 
gods ſeruauntes, vnlefſe wee walke 
honeſt{p as in þ day, In which woꝛds 
A bane to note vnto vou, t to lay ſome 
thing of thys wozde walkinge, bicauſe 
it is very rife both in the olde, E newe 
teſtament: and the Lo2de doth vile if 
often times to giue vs to vnderſtande, 
howe wee ſhould oꝛder and frame our 
lyfe , Foz then are we ſaide to walke 
boneſtlp as it becommeth vs, when 
as we liue bp;ightly and withdꝛawe 
dur ſe lues from euill. 

Percvpon the Pꝛopbet often tymes 
in his boke of Pſilmes goinge about 
to line vp2tghtly doth bſe this wo2zde 
walke. In þ firſt Pſal, he ſaith, Bleſled 
is that man that walketh not in the 
counſell ofthe vngodly, gc. 


And in Wes. Pſal. he ſayth, Bleſſed

are they that are ſound in the way, @ 
walke in the lawe of the Vozde, by 
which two places it appeareth that to 
liue vpꝛigbtly, e honelkly, is nothing 
els but to walke in the lawe of the 
1Lozde. Foz if a man line affer hys 
owne ſwynge he ſhall do nothing els 
dut wander out of the right way, and 
doe thoſe thinges which are nepther 
ſemely noz honeſt. Paule ſettinge 
do lone certaine pꝛeceptes concerning 
maners, and chz iſtian like, ſaith J pzay 
vou walke woꝛzthpe of the docation 
where vnto you are called, And Col- 
16.1, he willeth vs to walke wozthie of 
the Loꝛde, to pleaſe him in al things, 
and to be kruitfull in all god wozkes. 
So it appeareth that it is not inough 
fo2 a man to walke bnlefſe hee walke 
boneſtly as in the day, Foz though all 
men doe walke, yet doe not all men 
walke noneftly, and in the lawe of 
G O D, 62 daye light as they ſhouly 
doe. Some there bee that walke 
not in the dap, but in the nygbt, and 
fuch walkers bee thæues and robbers 
which 
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which cõdmit wickednes in the niche; © 
and when true men are at reſt and in 
their beddes. Some other there bee 
that walke in darknes foz they haue 
not the true knowledge of Chꝛiſt, and 
of his woꝛde, but are btterlp innozat 
in matters pertaininge to GOD, and 
to their ſaluat ion. 
Such walkers were the filthye and 
polluted Gentils when as they lay 
dꝛowned in all kinde of filthines and 
ſuperſtition, in which they continued 
vntill Chꝛiſt, ſent hys ſeruauntes fo 
call them to be partakers of the heuc⸗ 
Iy marriage , Such walkers be the 
Turkes, which latly deny Chziſte, E 
the goſpell ſcekinge koz life and latua⸗ 
tion by the Alcoran. 
Such be the Aewes which ſerke foz 
ſaluation by the lawe and deny CTbꝛiſt 
which was boꝛne of the virgin Mary, 
to be the ſonne of God, and the trus 
Meſllias , 
Such walkers alſo be the papiſtes fo 
they make p patncful paſſion of Jeſus 
Chzilk the high ranſome of our ſoules 
and 
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and the onely nicanes which god hath 
vſzd to wo2lte gur ſaſuation vy, to be 
voyde and of none effec, by bearinge 
themſelues in hand, that they are able 
to purchaſe the realme cf Paradice, by 
their owne merites. Foz they walke 
after thepꝛ owne fanſtes, trangreſle 
the lawe of God foz their owe tra⸗ 
ditions, Some other there be p walk, 
buf thep walke not honcftlp as in the 
dap, foz they walke after the fleſhe, 
not after the ſpirit. Such walkers as 
theſe, are they which delite in nothing 
bif in ſinne, and wickedneſle, E which 
fake lcaue fo doe naughtilp, neuer 
ſtrruing againſt they; own luſtes and 
wicked affeqiong, but ſuffering ſathan 
(the enim ie of our ſaluation and wel⸗ 
fare) to hale them from one vice to a⸗ 
nother, euen to thepꝛ own deſtruckion. 
Such a flefhly walker was Abſolon, 
whoſ: luſt was fo outragisus, that he 
delilod his fathers wyues in the fight 
of all Hrael.
